Chapter 1, of the Acts of 1973, the first law voted this 
year by the Great and General Court, on January 28rd, 
delays the effect of the previous law, providing that 
the Selectmen have so voted by February 1 of this 


year.

dred and seventy-three to establish January first, nine- 
teen hundred and seventy-four as the effective date of 
said change for town election purposes.”

have no effective change, in the annual Town Election, 


in March.

K of C Hearings Cancelled 


Applications for permits and licenses, in behalf of the Father Edmund Croke 
Council, Knights of Columbus, of Wilmington have been withdrawn, by Atty. 
Courtney: “Thewithdrawel-has’effeetively cancelled*the 


scheduled for next’ Monday, in the Wilmington ‘Town Hall. 


Courtney told the Town Crier 
yesterday that the applications 
had been withdrawn to provide an 
opportunity to work out an ac- 
‘comodation on traffic and related 
problems with /rotesting 
neighbors. Courtney noted, he told 
the Town Crier, that an “‘incredi- 
ble amount” of misunderstanding 
and mis-information had been 
generated, concerning the inten- 
tions of the Knights of Columbus, 
and that the organization was 
prepared to accomodate any 
reasonable grievances, 

‘The principal issue appears to be 
the traffic questions in the area, he 
said 

The three applications 
withdrawn include requests for a 
common victualer license, a fune- 
tion hall permit, and a license for

$1.4 million disposal plant 
proposed for Tewksbury Dump 


"earned Monday hight a $1.4 trash 

plant could be bailt at 

the town dump if the March town 

meeting passes three articles to 
allow the facility. 

Atty. A. Joseph Kileen said 
Northeast Rubbish Compaction 
Co. of Boston seeks to build the 
plant at the town dump, owned by 
‘Anthony Rocco. Kileen said Rocco 
is willing to sell the dumpland to 
Northeast. In addition, he said. 
Northeast has verbal sales 
agreements from persons owning 
land along the abandoned railroad 
bed from Shawsheen Street to the 


‘The railroad bed, Kileen said, 
would be used for an industrial 
road to the dump. ‘The road would 
meet town standards and would be 
turned over to the town after com: 
pletion, he added. 

Extends dump life 

Kileen predicted the compacting 
plant would extend the life of the 
dump many times. Planners 
recalled estimates the dump would 
only last another 15 years. The at- 
torney said the compacting 
Process would extend the life of 
the dump threefold. He said com 
pacting would allow the dump to 
hold 10 times what it would now. 
though muctr of the new material 
would be from surrounding towns 
which could dump there 100. 

Northeast, he said, would 
process Tewksbury’s rubbish at no 
‘Cost to the town, resulting in an an- 
nual saving of $20,000 to 
governmental expenses. In addi- 
tion, he said, the town would be 
paid 50 cents for each ton of rub- 
bish processed at the facility 

‘The plant, he said, would meet 
all requirements of the board of 
health. He said the plant utilized 
hydraulic presses which com- 
pacted waste matter into 00 
pound solid blocks free from Fo- 
dent, insect and methane gas 
problems. Kileen said there were 
few plants of the type in the United 
States, and the nearest was one in 
Cambridge that was destroyed in a 
fire last year. ‘It is almost inert,” 
he said. “Over the years the gases 
do escape, but at such a slow rate 

that there is no real danger

Joseph J. Whelan, chairman of 
the board of select men, spoke in 
favor of the project at the meeting 
He said he had seen a steel mill in 
Tokyo harbor built on blocks of 
compacted rubbish such as would 
be turned out by the plant. 
Kileen commented, that 
Northeast had no plans now to sell 
the blocks of compacted rubbish.

Kileen reported Northeast had no 
plans to expaAnd the facility 
ebeyond the limits of the present 
dump. The planners set a public 
on three articles February 
2%.

Planners have doubts 

Chairman Joseph Doherty, and 
planners Frederick H. Baldwin, 
Edward Flanagan and George 
Donovan expressed reservations 
about the plant, but voted to hold 
the hearing.

SEEDS OF REBELLION

On February 7, 1773, 200 years 
‘ago Wednesday, Tewksbury held a 
town meeting to choose a com- 
mittee for correspondence. Such 
committees were set up by com- 
munities throughout the 13 
American colonies to report in- 
telligence information about 
British rule as well as the feelings 
of local residents toward the 
British 

‘The information gathered by the 
committees led to increased 
rebelliousness by the Americans, 
culmiating in the Revolution two 
years later. 

Names to Tewksbury’s Com- 
mittee of Correspondence was 
Ezra Kindal, Aaron Beane, John 
‘Needham, Nathaniel Heywood and 
Davis Trull. They were instructed 
to begin correspondence with the 
town of Boston.

Baldwin resigns as planner, 
draws Flanagan Attack 


Frederick H. Baldwin Jr 
notified the planning board Mon- 
day he was resigning immediately. 

Baldwin's announcement sparked 
criticism from planner Edward A. 
Flanagan, who questioned the 
timing of the announcement and 
its political consequences, 

Baldwin stated in a letter of 
resignation to Town Clerk John A. 
Hedstrom that his increased duties 
as a selectman required his 
resignation from the planning 
board, He is seeking re-election as 
a selectman in the March elec- 
tions. 

‘The resignation left the board 
with three members, chairman 
Joseph Doherty, Flanagan and 
George B. Donovan. Another 
planner, John J. Cooney, resigned 
from the board two weeks ago. 
Cooney’s term was due to expire 
next month, and a replacement 
will be elected in March. 

‘The remaining three planners 
immediately notified the 
selectmen asking the two boards 
appoint a replacement to fill 
Baldwin's unexpired term, which 
ends in March 1974 

‘The selectmen Tuesday agreed 
to meet with the planners 
February 13 to appoint a replace- 
ment, ‘The timing of the announce- 
ment meant Baldwin will have a 
vote in naming his own replace- 
ment on the planning board. 

Flanagan questioned Baldwin's 
wording in his letter of resigna- 
tion, “That letter sounds like a 
political speach,” he said.

Baldwin also drew Flanagan's 
fire for his timing of the resigna- 
tion. The deadline for candidates 
to file nomination papers for town 
offices, including unexpired terms, 
fell only nine days before Baldwin 
resigned. 

“Now it is too late to fill it 
(Baldwin's term) with the vote of 
the people,” Flanagan said. He 
added that persons developing sub- 
divisions in Tewksbury, such as 
Baldwin, “should not be on the 
planning board. 

Baldwin said he only reached a 
final decision Friday not to con- 
tinue as a planner. Doherty, with 
Donovan's support, said a replace- 
ment for Baldwin should be ap- 
pointed as soon as possible 
Doherty explained that with only 
three men on the board, they 
would have to be unanimous in all 
votes until Cooney's replacement 
is seated. In addition, he said, 
without a replacement for 
Baldwin, each member would have 
to attend every meeting until 
March to make quorums. 

Baldwin drew Doherty's praise 
for chairing the board when the 
proposal to create a master plan 
was submitted to the 1971 town

1973. 

“As a member of the Planning 
Board, I have taken great pride in 
initiating a comprehensive Master 
Plan that will be presented to the 
Townspeople this March. This 
plan certainly would not have 
reached fruition without the inten

Born in Rockland, Maine, 
Adelbert Ames was the son of a 
‘sea captain, Jesse Ames, who in 
later years owned and operated a 
successful flour mill business in 
Northfield, Minn. Del was 
educated in public schools, and in 
his teens followed his father to sea 

He was always interested in 
military affairs, so in 1856 he quit 
as first. mate of a clipper and 
entered West Point. 

‘Ames was graduated fifth in his 
class May 6, 1861. Among his 
classmates was George 
Armstrong Custer, and both 
earned generals’ stars while still 
in their twenties. 

At Ball Run 

Eight days after graduation, 
Ames was promoted to first lieute- 
nant and assigned to the Sth Ar- 
tillery Regiment outside 
Washington, D.C. He drilled 
volunteers for two months, until 
the regiment was ordered into the 
First Battle of Bull Run July 21 
The battle was a castrophe for the 
Union Army, which hoped to end 
the war in one major battle, but 
‘Ames earned the nation’s highest 
military decoration there. 

Everywhere the Union troops 
seemed to collapse, but Ames’ 
men did well in the battle. He was 
shot through the thigh early in the 
fighting, but insisted on staying 
with his section. Though bleeding 
badly, he sat on a caisson, direc- 
ting his section's fire until he was 
80 weak he had to be carried away 
‘on an ammunition wagon 

For his bravery, Ames was 
given temporary rank of major in 
the regular army that day, and 
later Congress awarded him the 
Medal of Honor. Recovered from 
his: wound in- September, he 
rejqined his regiment where he. 
was made commander of a battery 
in October. 

The Ames family was well 
known in Maine, and even in 
Massachusetts where one member 
was elected to the General Court 
in 1636. While the new major 
drilled his men outside Washington 
during the winter, he had many 
socially and politically prominent 
visitors at his camp. One was 
another Maine native, Vice Presi- 
dent. Hannibal Hamlin, Ames 
always had an eye for business, 
and wrote his parents during this 
period that they should invest in 
real estate because the war was 
sure to drive up prices. 

In Yorktown battle 

In March 1862, he was back in ac- 
tion. His battery provided suppor- 
ting fire for troops until August as 
4 part of the Peninsula Campaign

On August 29, 1862, he was 
promoted colonel of volunteers, 


mous 20th Main Volunteer Regi- 
ment, he saw service throughout 
the Maryland Campaign of 
September through November, in- 
cluding the Battle of Antietam 
September 17. 

Colonel Ames’ regiment joined 
the Rapahannock Campaign of 
December 1862 to June 1863. 
During the Battle of 
Fredericksburg December 13, 
General Ambrose Burnside’s 
regiments failed repeatedly to 
capture a sunken, walled road in 
the area of the battlefield called 
Marye's Heights. Burnside finally 
ordered General Joseph Hooker to 
capture the road. 

Hooker opposes attack 

Hooker, who more than deserved 
his knickname of “Fightin’ Joe," 
viewed the objective through field 
glasses, The road lay uphill at the 
end of a 1700 yard open field, and 
was bristling with riflemen: 
Beyond the road, at the crest of the 
heights, was a tremendous concen- 
tration of artillery, all aimed at 
the field his men were supposed to 
storm uphill. 

Hooker told Burnside the road 
was impregnable, and for one of 
the few times in the war, pleaded 
for an assault to be abandoned, 
Burnside repeated his order to at- 
tack, and Hooker told Ames to ad- 
vance against the road. 

‘Ames personally led the 20th 
Maine in the assault, the only 
regimental commander to do so at 
Fredericksburg. An officer from a 
regiment pinned down in the field 
later said Ames calmly let the 20th 
across the field to his position and 
told him quietly, “I will move over 
your line and rélieve your men. 

Hooker's belief in the road’ im- 


eae pyorenaeersct and at 
itfall- the* entiré “union army 
pulled back without Ames cap- 
turing his objective. Colonel 
‘Ames, though six feet tall and a 
perfect target, escaped injury in 
the attack. Of the 36 men dead and 
wounded he lost, every one was 
behind him when hit. 
Wins officers’ respect 

Before Fredericksberg, Ames’ 
volunteers disliked his stern dis- 
cipline and constant drilling, but 
his officers were so impressed 
with his leadership in the battle 
they later gave him a $200 sword, 
sach and belt that at today’s prices 
would be worth thousands of 
dollars, 

Colonel Ames next saw service 
at the Battle of Chancellorsville, 
where he was aide de camp to 
General Hooker May 2 - 4, 1863 
Hooker, after constant requests to 
superiors, finally got Ames 


promoted to Brigadier General of 
Volunteers May 20, when Ames 
was only 27 years old. He thus 
became one of the Civil War's 
famous “boy generals.” 

‘The new brigadier almost im- 
mediately saw combat at the Bat- 
Ue of Beverly Ford June 9. On 
July 1, the first day of the Battle of 
Gettysburg, he commanded a 
brigade and was given temporary 
promotion to colonel in the regular 
army. When his commanding of- 
ficer was wounded in the fighting, 
‘Ames took command of the divi- 
sion July 2 and 3. His division held 
the line at East Cemetery Hill, and 
was exposed to attacks from in 
front and on both flanks. 

Earns cheers 

On the third day of the battle, 
‘Ames was riding with a general 
from General Meade’s staff and 
found troops in one portion of the 
line cheering and waving their hats 
at them. 

‘Ames congratulated the general 
for drawing the response, but the 
general told him the troops were 
the 20th Maine, Ames’ old unit, and 
were cheering him. 

In the next 18 months Ames took 
part in the — siege of Charleston, 
N.C., commanded a division in 
Florida and returned north. He 
saw action at Walthall Junction, 
Va., May 7, 1864, and Cold Harbor 
June 3. He led brigades and 
divisions in actions around 
Fredericksberg and Richmond un- 
til December, and was at Dar- 
bytown Road October 13 and 27 
During a brief leave in September, 
he sent his savings and everything 
he could borrow back to his father 
to invest in the family flour mill in 
Northfield, Minn. 

From December 7-28, 1864, he 
served in the unsuccessful attack 
on Fort Fisher, N.C., under 
Lowell's Maj. Gen. Benjamin 
Butler, who later became his 
father-in-law. Fort Fisher allowed 
Wilmington, N.C., toremain the 
Confederacy’s last open port, and 
‘Ames was happy when his division 
was assigned to the second assault 
on the fort January 2 

General Alfred Terry, who now 
commanded the attack, tried for 
two weeks to capture the fort, but 
his troops failed in their attempts. 
Finally Terry turned the job over 
to Ames’ 3rd Division, and left the 
job of planning the attack to Ames. 

‘Ames attacked the fort at 3 p.m. 
January~15; -eventually ~using -@ 
total of 3,000 men im the assault. 
‘He personally directed his troops 
“into'their positions, wearing his 
brigadier general's dress uniform, 
his brown hair, beard and mustach 
carefully groomed. The tall of- 
ficer seemed unconcerned about 
repeated fire from sharpshooters 
he and his staff came under. 

Aide praises him 

Col. Henry C, Lockwood, his aide 
de camp, later wrote, “Ames 
never hesitated to take desperate 
chances under fire. He seemed to 
have a life that was under some 
mystic protection." Lockwood 
described Ames as being 
throughout the attack cool, calm 
and gentlemanly 

“Under the heaviest fire, when 
men and officers were being 
struck down around him, he would 
sit on his horse, apparently un- 
moved by singing rifle ball, 
shrieking shot or bursting 
shell..and quietly gave his 


staff officers he 
into the fort during the

Terry gets credit 

Although Ames was. promoted, 
‘erry took immediate’ credit for 
the victory at Fort Fisher. Terry 
later admitted Ames was responsi- 
ble for the capture of the fort, but 
his admission was largely ignored. 

Had it not been, Ames would 
probably have been known as one 
of the great generals of the Civil 
War, for the closing of Wilmington 
as a port meant the Confederacy 
was doomed. 

After Fort Fisher, Ames’ di 
sion moved up the Cape Fear 
River and helped capture 
Wilmington, N.C,, February 27. 
General Ames fought in the Battle 
of Bentonville March 21, and also 
participated in the capture of 
Raleigh, N.C., before the war 
ended. 

After the war, Ames was 
mustered out of the volunteer ar- 
my, and promoted to the perma- 
nent rank of lieutenant colonel in 
the regular army., He took 10 
months leave and travelled 
throughout Europe, where he was 
presented before the Court of St. 
James in England and that of 
Napoleon III in France. ‘ 

In June 1967 he returned to the 
United States to serve with the 
army of occupation in the South. 
He was given the temporary rank 
of major general in the regular 
army by General Grant, who 
named him provisional governor of 
Mississippi. Later that command 
was extended to the 4th Military 
District, one of the five districts 
that governed the occupied South. 

Becomes senator 

In 1869 Ames was elected to an 
unexpired term as U.S. Senator 
from Mississippi by the newly en 
franchised blacks, al 


Southerners and Northern settlers 
He resigned from the army before 
taking the post: ” 

On July 21, 1870°he martied 
Blanche Ames, the daughter of 
Major General Butler. Ames met 
Blanche in the senate galleries in 
1868. ‘Their wedding at St. Ann's 
Episcopal Church in Lowell was 
attended by 600 invited guests, and 
10,000 persons cheered the wed- 
ding procession. 

Ames’ term in the senate was 
largely spent dealing with 
reconstruction acts. In 1873 he 
esigned from the senate when he 
was elected governor of Mississip- 
pi by the same reconstruction 
political elements. 

‘The Ames Administration was a 
troubled one. Even before Ames 
took office, the former 
Confederates rioted in Vicksburg, 
and within months the 54le was 
in virtual anarchy. Blacks were 
lynched, police were rendered in- 
effective by the more numerous

former Confederates, and state 
government almost’ ceased to 
exist. 


Calls for aid 

Governor Ames called for help 
from Washington, but the 
Republican Administration there 
had made a deal with the former 
rebels not to block their 
tion of power in the South, In the 
November elections of 1875, the 
newly enfranchised former rebels 
captured a majority in the state 
senate and house of represen- 
tatives. 

When the new house and senate 
sat in 1876, the former 
Confederates immediately 
prepared articles of impeachment 
against Ames. The governor was 
accused of improper appointments 
to state offices and other 
technicalities, but his personal 
honesty and integrity were never 
attacked. Ames knew the former 
rebels would stack any jury 
against him, so he agreed to resign 
if the articles were withdrawn. 

‘The articles were withdrawn 
March 28, 1876, and Ames resigned 
the next day,’ the last Northern 
governor of a Southern state. For 
the next two decades, Ames was 
involved in the family business, 
real estate, banking and other 
enterprises in. Minnisotta, New 
York and Lowell. 

When the Spanish-American War 
broke out, Ames, though now 62 
years old, offered his services to 
the army. He was appointed 
brigadier general of volunteers, 
and led a brigade in the trenches 
on Ft, San Juan Hill in Santiago, 
Cuba. After the war, he returned 
to retirement. 

Friend of John D. 

‘In is last days, Ames spread his 
time between Tewksbury and Or- 
‘mand Beach, Florida, where he 
was a friend and golfing compa- 
nion of John D. Rockerfeller Sr. 

He built a summer home on his 
700 acre estate in Tewksbury in 
1903, and called it The Castle. 
Built on a drumlin, the building 
appears tobe a small mansion of 
18 large rooms, a kitchen, seven 
bathrooms, two halls and a pantry. 

‘The name stems from its con- 
struction materials. The walls 
were built of fieldstone, and all the 
floors, even those upstairs, were 
constructed of reinforced con- 
crete. 

‘Ames played golf winters in Or- 
mand Beach until he was 4 years 
old. On April 13, 1933 he died in his 
winter home at Ormand Beach, 
the last suriving union general in 
the Civil War, and one of the most 
promiment men in Tewksbury and 
American history.

The next Article, Article 27, 
found Atty. Simon Cutter upping 
his offer for sharing costs of con- 
struction of Ainsworth Road, 

Speaking in behalf of his clients, 
Cutter told the Finance Committee 
that they were prepared to spend 
$10,000 for the construction of 
Ainsworth Road, if it was accepted 
by the Town Meeting, and if the 
cost of construction is over $20,000, 
his clients would pay half the cost 

In his opinion the cost of con- 
struction would not go over $10 or 
$12 thousand, The water 
betterments, being paid'by a 
private individual were illegal, 
Cutter said (he was referring to 
those paid by the Jensen family, 
next door). 

Cutter went on to say that the 
deed had never been signed by 
John (Bob) Evans, former owner 
Of the old railroad right-of-way. In 
further conversations, involving 
Attorney “Joseph Courtney, the

as "the culprit”. "The town failed 
to record - none of the agreements 
could be observed". “The Town of

Fence 

Article 29 seeks to have the town 
construct a fence around an area 
of Martin's Brook, scene of a re- 
cent drowning. Frank Ottati of 
Hathaway Acres told the Finance 
Committee that only a small area 
was involved, about 15 yards by 30 
yards. The neighbors, he said, felt 


it was because the site 
was out of sight from any of the 
nearby homes. 


‘Town Manager Sterling Morris 
said that if the town does vote for 
the fence ‘‘we are recommending - 

larger area”. 

Willis Lyford spoke on Article 
20, in behalf of his son. Mr. Lyford 
said that the townspeople could 
save $12,500 a year, “and it won't 
hurt the Water Department".
